.S. lieginnnig in ov about AprU 2()()() and continuing to in or about April 2002, the 
ilefendanl, NlCKl:!dd LYNliTTl- KHLl.Y knowingly devised a scheme lo defraud and to 
obtain money from the United Slates goveriuueiU by means of materially false and fraudulent 
pretenses, representations antl promises. 

(). The scheme lo defraud and to obtain money by means of materially false and 
fraudulent pretenses, representations antl promises operated in the followang manner: 

a. As pari of the scheme lo defraud, defendanl KI2LLY and Bernard Miller 
agreed to overcharge and defraud SRllL and lo siiare the proceeds of their fraud. 

b. As part of the scheme to defraud, defendant KELLY would initiate a request lo 
Bernard Miller for a fraudulent NREL copying job by either telephoning or sending a request via 
facsimile transmission to Miller Copying Ser\'ice.

g. As pari of the scheme lo ilefraud, defentlanl KEIJ.Y would complete the 
necessary pa|Krwork lo facilitate reimbursement for the fraudulent co|^ying jobs on the 
government purchase card by: (i) falsely completing a "Bankcard Ordering Log" iiuiicating that 
the eopyingjobs performed by Bernard Miller were required for certain NREL projects; 

(ii) submitting a copy of her monthly statement for her government purchase card; 
(iii) submitting copies oflhc Miller Copying Service invoices for the fraudulent NREL copying 
transactions as supporting documentation; and (iv) sending these documents lo NREL's center in 
Golden, Colorado. 

h. As part of the scheme to defraud, defendanl KELLY submitted documcntalion 
to NREL for reimbursements relating to fraudulent eopyingjobs in a total amount of 
approximately S 1 26, 1 75.
